NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 


During the past year the Selectboard has dealt with many issues that involve the day to 
day operation of the Town of Franconia. With the assistance of Town Departments, 
volunteers, and committee members, it makes the Selectboard’s goals easier to 
accomplish. 


The repair to the Dow roof was done this past fall. Funds for this were obtained from last 
year’s warrant article to appropriate the sum of twelve thousand four hundred and sixty- 
four ($12,464.00) for the purpose of repairing the Dow Academy clock tower roof. This 
was one half of the repair cost. The other half came from the Dow Condominium 
Association. We will continue with available funds and donations to make repairs and 
ensure the maintenance of the Dow Academy clock. The Selectboard realizes the historic 
value of the clock and will continue our efforts to ensure its preservation. 


This past summer we saw the repair of the front steps and sidewalk of the Abbie 
Greenleaf Library. This was accomplished with the appropriations of funds from the 
Town of Franconia and private donations. Town employees, local contractors, and 
volunteers from the Town of Franconia all worked together to get this project completed 
in a timely manner with as little inconvenience to the people that use the library facilities. 
A special thanks to the Library Trustees. 


In keeping up with our recreation programs, the Department recently purchased a thirteen 
passenger Ford van from North Country Ford in Lancaster. The Recreation Department 
had been in the market for a vehicle for quite some time and after a few attempts to 
acquire a vehicle they finally got one that meets the needs of the Recreation Department. 
This was made possible with the Recreation Department funds and donations from people 
that support the tri-town programs. 


We had some changes at the Transfer Station this year. The Franconia Selectboard meets 
on a quarterly basis with the Selectboard of Easton and Sugar Hill. After discussion with 
the board members and Transfer Station management, it was determined that all 
numbered plastic would be accepted for recycling. Previously, the Transfer Station 
accepted only items numbered one or two. We now accept for recycling all numbered 
items. This has resulted in a lot less plastic being thrown away in trash bags. The result: 
less damage to our environment. According to Transfer Station management the system 
is running smoothly and has not caused any problems in handling the extra workload. 
We also are continuing to work on drainage around the large compactor. 


This past year we saw the passing of four individuals that gave many hours of their time 
and effort for the benefit of the Town. They include Louis Sanborn, an employee of the 
Highway Department, Wilfred Wessels, a former Water Commissioner, Kathleen M. 
Nelson, Trustee of Trust Funds, and Joe Nelson, a former member of the Planning Board. 


The Selectboard would like to thank all the volunteers who have given so much of their 
time and effort generously throughout the year by staffing boards, commissions, 
committees, events, and panels. The efforts of these people are greatly appreciated by 
our community.

The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article highlighting some of the budget increases such as the 
Emergency Management Plan which allows for training and is required for the town to 
participate in to be eligible for any FEMA funds if eligible. There was also an increase in 
the Highway Dept. due to cost increase of gravel which will be used to maintain roads 
that are in need of repair. There was a question from the floor regarding how the cost of 
living raise was determined and the Board answered based on the Federal 
recommendation. A voice vote was taken and Article 2 passed. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred forty-one thousand dollars ($141,000.00) to be added to the following Capital 
Reserve Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Town Buildings Truck, $5,600; Town Buildings and Grounds Equipment, $6,100; 
Highway Trucks, $48,500; Highway Heavy Equipment, $9,000; Police Cruisers, $6,400; 
Life Squad Van, $11,000; Fire Equipment Truck, $6,300; Fire Pumper Truck, $14,400; 
Fire Truck Tanker, $15,200; Fire Safety Equipment, $10,000; and Reassessment, $8,500. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article which were appropriations recommended by the Capital 
Improvements Committee to be added to the Capital Reserve Funds to help with 
replacements of equipment/vehicles and services. A voice vote was taken and Article 3 
passed. 


ARTICLE 4. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred thirty-six thousand dollars ($136,000.00) to be added to the following 
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Expendable Trust Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


Highway Improvement, $120,000; Town Buildings Maintenance, $15,000; and Sidewalk 
Improvement, $1,000. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that the large increase in the Highway 
Improvement amount comes from having to increase the town’s portion due to the 
dwindling funds from the Highway Block Grant Fund. The Board realized that to be able 
to make any significant headway on the Road plan this needed to be increased. Town 
Buildings Maintenance Fund has not been added to for a number of years for reasons that 
the Board did not know and this fund was created to help with maintenance issues of nine 
town buildings that the Town is responsible for maintaining. A voice vote was taken and 
Article 4 passed. 


ARTICLE 5. —_To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars ($150,000.00) to purchase a 6 wheeler truck for the Highway 
department and to authorize the withdrawal of one hundred five thousand seven hundred 
dollars ($105,700.00) from the Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund, twenty five 
thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to come from trading in the 1995 10 wheeler, and to raise 
nineteen thousand three hundred dollars ($19,300.00) from taxation. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article explaining that in the past the replacement cycle for trucks of this size 
had been 20 years and has been decided to go to a 10 year replacement cycle. A voice 
vote was taken and Article 5 passed. 


ARTICLE 6. _ To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item budget to the Rink 
Surface Maintenance Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that this was a standard annual request to 
maintain the ice rink. A voice vote was taken and Article 6 passed. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of three hundred two 
thousand seven hundred eighty dollars ($302,780.00) for the purpose of solid waste 
disposal and capital improvements to include the purchase of a skid steer and to pave the 
entrance of the Transfer Station, with ($6,055.00) to come from the Transfer Station 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund and ($4,420.00) from the Transfer Station 
Improvements Capital Reserve Fund, ($5,000.00) from trading in the 2006 skid steer, 
($55,367.00) from the Town of Sugar Hill, ($25,167.00) from the Town of Easton, 
($84,000.00) PAYT Fees, ($22,500.00) Special Handling Fees, ($23,500) in Recycled 
Material, and to raise ($76,771.00) from taxation. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation.

The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 7 passed. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eighty 
one thousand dollars ($81,000.00) for the purpose of operating the Abbie Greenleaf 
Library and to transfer this amount to the Library Trustees for their use as they see fit. 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 8 passed. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) to repair the Abbie Greenleaf Library steps. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. Jon Peabody made an amendment to Article 9 recommending that 
the money come from the Town Buildings Maintenance Fund. The amended article read: 
To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) 
to repair the Abbie Greenleaf Library steps to come from the Town Buildings 
Maintenance Fund. The amended article was read, moved by Jon Peabody and seconded 
by Marsha Luce. A hand vote was taken and the amended article did not pass. The 
original article was read again moved and seconded. A voice vote was taken and Article 
9 passed as originally written. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to repair the Abbie Greenleaf Library sidewalk. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article stating that the Highway Dept. would be doing some of the work on 
this project to keep the cost down. Jon Peabody made an amendment to Article 10 
recommending that the money come from the Library Building Maintenance Fund. The 
amended article read: To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00) to repair the Abbie Greenleaf Library sidewalk to come from the 
Library Building Maintenance Fund. The amended article was read, moved by Jon 
Peabody and seconded by Dan Fowler. A voice vote was taken and the amended Article 
10 passed. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
thousand two hundred dollars ($5,200.00) to repair and coat the metal barn roof and 
restore the cupola of the Franconia Area Heritage Museum. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. Jon Peabody spoke from the floor and questioned why the Town was 
not using the money from the Town Buildings Maintenance Fund. The Board said they 
like to keep a substantial amount in the fund to have on hand in case there is an 
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unforeseen repair. Jon Peabody made an amendment to Article 11. The amended Article 
read: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand two 
hundred dollars ($5,200.00) to repair and coat the metal barn roof and restore the cupola 
of the Franconia Area Heritage Museum to come from the Town Buildings Maintenance 
Fund. The amended article was read, moved by Jon Peabody and seconded by Cindy 
Burnell. A hand vote was taken. 36 Yes, 25 No. The amended Article 11 was passed. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Life Squad Equipment and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand two hundred dollars ($3,200.00) for this purpose 
and furthermore name the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article explaining that the hopes of the Board are to appropriate this same 
amount over 10 years to be added to CIP. A voice vote was taken and Article 12 passed. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Frost Place Maintenance and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three thousand nine hundred dollars ($3,900.00) for this purpose 
and furthermore name the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article stating that this is a new item from CIP with a 
recommendation of contributing this same amount over the next 4 years. There was a 
question from the floor asking why the money was not being used from the Town 
Buildings & Maintenance Fund. There was a motion from the floor to move the 
question. A voice vote was taken and Article 13 passed. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twelve 
thousand four hundred and sixty four dollars ($12,464.00) for the purpose of repairing the 
Dow Academy Clock Tower roof. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that the clock was given to the town and bell 
was left to the children of Franconia and there has been much controversy over who 
should be in charge of expenses for maintaining the cupola which houses the bell and 
clock. There was discussion from the floor by people in favor of supporting to expend 
the funds in order to preserve the clock and bell. There were also comments from the 
floor about the fact that the Town is not allowed to use facilities or park in Dow Condo 
parking lot during sporting events at the Dow Field. A member of the Dow Association 
spoke to this saying that parking is an issue currently for the people and the guests who 
currently live at the Dow building so there could be no way that it could be opened up to 
the public for parking. Jon Peabody made an amendment to Article 14. The amended 
Article read: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
thousand two hundred dollars ($12,464.00) for the purpose of repairing the Dow 
Academy Clock Tower roof to come from the Town Buildings Maintenance Fund. The 
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amended article was read, moved by Jon Peabody and seconded by Dan Fowler. A voice 
vote was taken. The amended Article 14 did not pass. The Moderator read Article 14 as 
it was originally written. The article was moved and seconded. A voice vote was taken 
and Article 14 passed. 


ARTICLE 15: Shall the town vote to support the establishment of the Cooley-Jericho 
Community Forest in conjunction with neighboring communities and direct the Board of 
Selectmen to appoint a representative to such governing body as will be formed for the 
purpose of holding and managing that Community Forest. The Selectmen recommend 
this article. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that the Franconia Conservation Commission 
supported making a donation of funds from the Land Use Change Tax Fund which 
currently has a balance of $200,000 to help maintain the Cooley-Jericho Community 
Forest. A voice vote was taken and Article 15 passed. 


ARTICLE 16: Shall the town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A:4-a, I(a) to 
authorize the conservation commission to expend funds to purchase interests in land 
outside the boundaries of our municipality, subject to the approval of the local governing 
body. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. A voice 
vote was taken and Article 16 passed. 


ARTICLE 17: Shall the town vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 36-A: 4-a, I(b) to 
authorize the conservation commission to expend funds for contributions to “qualified 
organizations” for the purchase of property interests, or facilitating transactions related 
thereto, where the property interest is to be held by the qualified organization and the 
town will retain no interest in the property? The Selectmen recommend this article. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. Eric 
Pospesil spoke to the article explaining that the association would always need the town’s 
permission via a public hearing each time there is a request for funds. A voice vote was 
taken and Article 17 passed. 


ARTICLE 18: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500.00) to help support the programs of the Adaptive Sports Partners 
of the North Country in their mission to enrich the quality of life of people with 
disabilities. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article along with Jack Kennedy who is on the Board of the Adaptive Sports 
Partners and reported that there were currently 4 clients from Franconia using the 
program and 29 volunteers from Franconia. A voice vote was taken and Article 18 
passed. 
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ARTICLE 19: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,000.00 (one-thousand and no dollars) to support the Boys & Girls Club of the North 
Country in order to provide a healthy, safe, and productive after school environment for 
children from Franconia and other area towns. (By petition) The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that at the budget hearing there was 
representation reporting that there are participants from Franconia that currently use the 
program. Bob Tortorice, a member of the Boys & Girls Club Committee read a memo as 
to why these funds should be donated by the town and what a wonderful program it is 
trying to give children a healthy environment to spend free time in after school. Ned 
Densmore also spoke in favor of the program highlighting that there are members from 
Franconia that use the vacation camp and that there are multiple employees from Garnet 
Hill whose children participate in the after school program. Nanette Avril requested that 
an audited copy of the budget be made available. A voice vote was taken and Article 19 
passed. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one- 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to help support The Center for New Beginnings in Littleton, 
which provides counseling and mental health services to individuals throughout the North 
Country. In 2012, The Center for New Beginnings provided services for 29 individuals 
who reside in the Town of Franconia. (By petition) The Selectmen do not recommend 
this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle spoke to 
the article explaining that the Selectmen did not get any personal input from the Center 
for New Beginnings that was why they were not recommending the appropriation. Mary 
Fowler and Barry Jacobsen spoke from the floor. Mary was a former member of the 
board and spoke about what an asset The Center is and how it helps many in all 
communities. Barry Jacobsen works closely with the Center currently as a minister and 
asked for the support to keep this program running as it has been very beneficial to many 
folks in the area and he has seen tremendous growth from it. A voice vote was taken and 
Article 20 passed. 


ARTICLE 21. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relative thereto. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. There 
being no discussion a voice vote was taken and Article 21 passed. 


ARTICLE 22. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle seconded by Sally Small. There was a request 
from Jon Peabody to have salaries broken down in future reports. A voice vote was taken 
and Article 22 passed. 


The Moderator recognized Rollie Barnaby for his term as Selectman and then reported 
the results of the election naming Robert Montagno the new Selectman. 


There being no further business to transact, there was a motion and a second to adjourn 
the meeting. The meeting was adjourned at 9:00 PM

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred sixty-seven thousand seven hundred dollars ($167,700.00) to be added to the 
following Capital Reserve Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


Town Buildings Truck, $9,200; Town Buildings and Grounds Equipment, $5,600; 
Highway Trucks, $50,400; Highway Heavy Equipment, $15,200; Police Cruisers, 
$13,000; Life Squad Van, $9,300; Life Squad Equipment, $3,200; Fire Equipment Truck, 
$6,300; Fire Pumper Truck, $14,400; Fire Truck Tanker, $20,600; Fire Safety 
Equipment, $10,000; Bridge Maintenance, $2,000; and Reassessment, $8,500.

To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty four 
thousand dollars ($24,000.00) to repair the sidewalks on Harvard and Dow streets. The 
sum of twenty four thousand dollars ($24,000.00) will come from the Sidewalk 
Improvement Expendable Trust, previously established for this purpose. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item budget to the Rink 
Surface Maintenance Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two hundred 
eighty two thousand six hundred fifty four dollars ($282,654.00) for the purpose of solid 
waste disposal and capital improvements to include the purchase of a baler, with 
($12,500.00) to come from the Transfer Station Special Reserve Fund, ($46,251.00) from 
the Town of Sugar Hill, ($21,023.00) from the Town of Easton, ($80,000.00) PAYT 
Fees, ($24,000.00) Special Handling Fees, ($26,000) in Recycled Material, and to raise 
($72,880.00) from taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety 
two thousand two hundred ninety six dollars ($92,296.00) for the purpose of operating 
the Abbie Greenleaf Library and to transfer this amount to the Library Trustees for their 
use as they see fit.

To see if the town will vote establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Rural Water Supply (cisterns & fire ponds) 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for this purpose 
and furthermore name the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to establish a contingency fund for the 
current year for unanticipated expenses that may arise and further to raise and appropriate 
$45,000.00 to go into the fund. This sum to come from the fund balance and no amount 
to be raised by taxation. Any appropriation left in the fund at the end of the year will 
lapse into the general fund. Majority vote required. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. 


ARTICLE 19. Should the Town of Franconia raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,168.00 (nine thousand one hundred sixty-eight dollars) as a donation to the non-profit 
Franconia Children’s Center, Inc. to offset the cost of real estate taxes for the tax ‘year 
2013-14 assessed on the Franconia Children’s Center childcare and preschool facility at 
70 Main Street in the Town of Franconia. (By petition) The Selectmen do not recommend 
this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 20. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting.

2014 — 2018 CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PLAN 


The 2014 — 2016 Capital Improvements Plan was completed by a group of five citizens, 
appointed by the Planning Board. The Committee worked from July 2013 through 
January 2014 on this year’s CIP. The plan was adopted by the Franconia Planning Board 
and accepted by the Select Board in January 2014. 


Preparation of the plan involved the Committee interviewing and interacting with the 
Town Operational Department Heads, the Fire and Life Squad Chiefs, and the Town’s 
Select Board and Administration to collect their anticipated capital needs, and the priority 
of the needs, for the time frame 2014-2018. These individual requests where then laid 
out in an annualized schedule and analyzed relative to the Town’s need to maintain 
critical assets and the need to raise monies to fund the projects in the future. 


All Department Heads attempted to find savings and efficiency in this year’s requests and 
will be looking for savings in future years. 


These activities resulted in the CIP committee revising the long range capital plan 
presented in 2013 due to an increase the money required to repair and maintain town 
sidewalks and unexpected need to replace the Town Highway Department pick up truck. 
As a result, the $383,200 2014 plan is 5.9% higher than the 2013 plan of $361,700 and 
future years are adjusted accordingly. 


A draft of the CIP was published and made available for the citizens’ review. This draft 
plan reflected a recommendation for Capital appropriations in 2014. A Public Hearing 
was then held to elicit public comment on the draft. There was discussion and questions 
but no request for change was received. On January 13, the draft CIP was presented to 
the Planning Board and, after thorough review, was accepted. 


The CIP Committee would like to highlight a few specific findings and concerns that it 
recommends receive further consideration by the CIP, Planning and Select Boards as well 
as the community at large: 


1) The Road Agent, BOS, and CIP finalized the strategic road plan and developed a 
detailed plan with priorities for reconstructions for the next 5 years. Our Town has 13 
miles of paved roads and to reconstruct all would cost $1.1 million. With present cost 
this allows for the roads to be reconstructed every 9-10 years. 


2) In 2013, the CIP Committee recommended that all operating department’s revenue 
sources be analyzed and their review be integrated into the Town’s budgeting process, 
specifically, the Transfer Station, Life Squad and Recreation Department’s revenue 
streams. This was done during the 2014 budgeting process. 


3) The CIP recommends a method be developed to determine when town vehicles should 
be replaced based on repair costs, mileage and useful life data obtained from other 
municipalities, manufacturers, professional associations and federal and state regulations. 


Finally, the CIP Committee would like to thank all Town employees, administrators, 
board members and citizens for their generous contributions of time and consideration in 
establishing and delivering Franconia’s 2014-2018 CIP. We are hopeful that the plan and 
process will be an important aid to the Select Board in their annual budgeting and result 
in improved capital planning and investment for the Town of Franconia.

ABBIE GREENLEAF LIBRARY 


Renovations continued this year, coordinated by Library Trustee Chuck Lovett and 
Buildings & Grounds Manager Jeff Phillips. The front steps and railings were repaired 
by Fern's Masonry and the sidewalk and garden by White Mountain Concrete. The front 
door and surrounding woodwork were refinished by John Serino. 


The library received a Conservation License Plate Grant from the NH Division of 
Historical Resources for restoration of the brick and stone facade. The successful grant 
application was written by Chuck Lovett. The selection process recognized the 
significance of the Library to NH history, the continued support of the Town of Franconia 
and participation of the community in Library programs, and the dedication of the Board 
of Trustees to the Library's stewardship. The application included letters of support from 
State Representative Rebecca Brown, Ned Densmore, Thomas Eyman, Dan and Mary 
Fowler, and Irene Mosedale. The project will be conducted in spring 2014 by Northeast 
Masonry of Bow, NH. 


The Library was busy with programs all year; beginning with a poetry discussion 
facilitated by Baron Wormser called Talking About Frost. Presentations continued with 
Holly Hayward on Herbs for Lyme Disease and Jenny Deupree on Sacred Sites in 
Ancient Keltia. The Dartmouth Poet in Residence, Nicole Terez Dutton, gave a poetry 
reading. Cristina Ashjian presented Exemplary Country Estates, funded by the NH 
Humanities Council. Two author programs were “Cornell Iron Works: the History of an 
Enduring Family Business” by Katherine Cornell Gorka and “Lessons From a Diplomatic 
Life: Watching Flowers From Horseback” by Marshall Adair. The Library hosted a 
program on Connected Farm Buildings of New England that was sponsored by the 
Franconia Heritage Council. Eileen Ball held five classes on how to play Mah Jongg. 


Circulation increased across the collection, with adult fiction going up 6.4%, juvenile 
fiction 11.5%, and DVDs 7.6%. Reflecting nationwide trends, checkouts of eReaders 
increased 60% and the number of audio and eBooks downloaded increased by 65.7%. 


Assistant Director Sybil Carey and Library Assistant Joanne Carey reorganized the 
collection and improved the décor of the Library. The Reading Room now houses the 
Centennial Collection of poetry and classics, including titles that were part of the 
Library's original collection. With funding from the Friends of the Library, Bruce Koehler 
crafted two new bookcases for the lobby, designed to match the original woodwork. 


Executive Councilor Ray Burton and State Senator Jeff Woodburn visited during National 
Library Week to celebrate this year's theme, “Communities Matter At Your Library.” 


The Library is grateful for donations from Ann Ackley, Dorothy Crossley, the FRESH 
Ladies Book Club, the Friends of the Abbie Greenleaf Library, Jean Grace, and Kris 
Pastoriza. Irene Mosedale donated a new Mah Jongg set.

The Fire Department has seen another very busy year. Our equipment was toned out by 
the Grafton County Dispatch Center 103 times. This number represents fire alarm 
activations, motor vehicle accidents and mutual aid calls. 


In January the Department faced the first house fire of 2013 with temperatures that 
reached -24 degrees. These temperatures create many obstacles when fighting a fire. 
The Department would like to thank the Woodstock, Lincoln, Bethlehem, Easton, Sugar 
Hill and Lisbon Fire Departments for their assistance. In addition many local businesses 
stepped up and provided food for the Firemen under the direction of Jenifer Odell and 
Ginger Ball. Thank you to Garnet Hill, Wendle’s, MoJo’s, Macs Market and the 
Franconia Village Store. 


The Chief and Deputy Chief have been working with the Safety Services Building 
Committee on a proposal for a new Safety Services Building for Franconia. We hope 
you will take the opportunity to view the plans on Town Meeting Day. 


The Department strongly recommends that homeowners with dial out alarm systems 
consider installing a Knox Box on their home. A Knox Box allows the Department access 
to a key, if an alarm activation occurs at your home in your absence. In addition, if you 
are installing or replacing any heating equipment an inspection is required. Please 
contact the station at 823-8821 to discuss either of these items. 


Two members of our Department Ryan O’Hara and Tyler Gaudette have successfully 
transitioned to full-time fire positions in Bedford and Merrimack NH. Any resident 
interested in joining the Department is invited to stop by the station. Meetings & training 
are held on the first and third Wednesday of the month at 7:00 PM. 


We continue to work co-operatively with surrounding mutual aid communities. We want 
to thank the Franconia Life Squad, Franconia Police Department and the Franconia 
Highway Department for their ongoing co-operation and assistance during emergency 
situations. 


We would like to thank the community for their continued support of the Department.

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FRANCONIA LIFE SQUAD 


The Franconia Life Squad currently has four (4) members who are certified to provide 
Advanced Life Support, three (3) of which are nationally registered paramedics. The 
Franconia Life Squad at year’s end has twelve (12) active members. A membership well 
prepared to assist our citizens and visitors to our area with quality emergency medical 
care. 


All members are Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians. They are 
continually training and improving their skills. Each member must have a minimum of 
24 hours of continuing education each year plus every two years must take an additional 
24 hours of classroom refresher, where members must demonstrate their proficiency to 
State examiners. 


Many of the members have other specialized training including ice rescue, swift water 
rescue, high angle rescue and motor vehicle extrication certifications. All of our 
members are certified in advance CPR and in the use of the heart monitor and 
defibrillator. Most importantly, all of our members are dedicated to providing 
compassionate emergency medical care from the scene to the hospital. 


The Life Squad continues to seek its’ membership by recruiting from the Towns of 
Franconia, Sugar Hill and Easton, the same communities it provides service to. All 
volunteers are welcome to join. Each member is dedicated to providing the highest 
quality emergency care to the communities we serve.

The Franconia Life Squad responded to 263 calls for assistance during 2013, of those 144 
required transport. 


In 2013, the total operating expenses for the Franconia Life Squad were $56,790. Income 
obtained from patient billing and subsidies from Sugar Hill totaled $57,848. There was 
no subsidy recovered from Easton, although we did respond in Easton over six (6) times. 
The net cost for the operation of the Franconia Life Squad to the Town of Franconia 
being no cost and a surplus of $1,058. 


Your Life Squad is currently operating at the Advanced Life Support — paramedic level. 


Again, I sincerely thank the townspeople for their continued support and the privilege of 
serving them. I especially thank the men and women of the Franconia Life Squad for 
their countless hours of dedication and sacrifice, serving others in their community.

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FRANCONIA HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Franconia Highway Department 2013 Annual Report details all maintenance and 
road construction completed this year as well as future plans relevant to road 
construction. 


Our Highway Department purchased a much needed 2014 International six 
wheel dump truck used to maintain town roads in both the winter and summer. 
Graded and raked all gravel roads in need, and applied calcium chloride to 
maintain dust control. 

Over 2000 yards of crushed gravel was spread over numerous town roads. 

In the spring of 2013, all paved roads were swept. 

Mowed all roadsides with town tractor. 

One of our largest road projects was the reclaiming and repaving of Coal Hill 
and McGowen Hill. Additionally, we reclaimed asphalt on Timber Lane and 
left gravel. Reclaimed and repaved entrance approach to Timber Lane.

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FRANCONIA EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The Franconia Department of Emergency Management is primarily responsible for 
preparation, organized response to, and mitigation of large scale disasters both natural 
and manmade that should occur in the Town of Franconia. In 2013 Emergency 
Management Section was formed to stand as a separate Department from other 
Emergency response Departments. Previously the Department was part of the Franconia 
Police Department and was managed by myself and former Police Chief Montminy. 


Our main function during an emergency is to form a unified command system so that all 
Departments within the Town can function together efficiently and effectively to mitigate 
the emergency. Our Secondary function 1s to act as a liaison between the Town and State 
Emergency Management for procurement of funds and equipment that might be needed 
during the emergency. 


This year we have completed an updated version of the Franconia All Hazards Mitigation 
Plan and the Franconia Local Emergency operations Plan. Both Plans were paid for 
through Grants supplied from the State. These plans meet FEMA and State requirements 
for emergency operations and planning. It is my hope that we will never need these plans 
but we will be ready. 


I would like to thank all those who participated in the preparation of these plans. I extend 
a special thanks to our emergency finance officer Sally Small for her dedication and 
diligence to complete these plans.

COOLEY-JERICHO COMMUNITY FOREST 


Thanks to the support of Franconia, Easton, Landaff, Sugar Hill, numerous individuals, 
and public and private funding, the Cooley-Jericho Community Forest was created in 
September. This 843-acre forest has great public recreational opportunities, includes 
critical wildlife habitat, protects headwater streams, preserves scenic views, offers 
educational uses, and will provide timber income to the towns over the long term. The 
Lafayette fourth grade has used the forest as an outdoor classroom and we invite all other 
schools in the area to do the same. 


This winter, volunteers along with a consulting ecologist have been studying wildlife on 
the forest by inventorying animal tracks. This spring we will be doing bird surveys. 
Meanwhile the ecologist has mapped the entire property for forest condition and natural 
communities (and found more, larger trees than previously thought, along with a large 
remote beaver pond). All this information will go into a natural resources inventory and 
stewardship plan that will guide management of the forest. Recreational trail planning is 
also underway, with construction and mapping to start later this year. We will also 
improve a parking area off of Trumpet Round Road in Sugar Hill. On all of these efforts 
volunteers are needed and appreciated! 


The management committee for the forest meets monthly. The Franconia representative 
is Chris Nicodemus. Hikes, bird walks, and other activities are published in the local 
newspapers, posted at the town office, on the ACT website www.aconservationtrust.org 
and Facebook page, and on the project website www.cooley-jericho.org, now under 
construction. 


The Cooley-Jericho Community Forest Plan describing the land, the soil and forest types, 
and goals and objectives for the forest is available on the Ammonoosuc Conservation.

THE FROST PLACE 


2013 was a busy year for The Frost Place (TFP). Some of the highlights of the past 
twelve months are noted in this report. 


¢ The Board of Trustees and staff continued to follow the Strategic Plan. A primary 


focus of which is to provide more programming and services to the local 
community. TFP developed a collaborative relationship with The White 
Mountain School, participated in several Town of Franconia Recreation 
Department events, increased our participation in the Chamber of Commerce 
activities, partnered with the Abbie Greenleaf Library for programs and events, 
and secured a grant that puts poets and teachers into local schools. During 2014 
we will be hosting more community programs including some outside of the 
regular museum season, and we will seek additional funding for educational 
programs. 


¢ More than 3,600 visitors - from around the globe - came to The Frost Place Museum 


(and to the Franconia community), between Memorial Day and Columbus Day. 
These visitors patronized local businesses as well as The Frost Place. (This is a 
significant increase compared to last year’s total of 2,600 visitors). 


e A few repairs have been made and maintenance projects undertaken at The Frost Place 


Since 


this year. These include; repairing and painting the downstairs bedroom ceiling; 
fixing the washed-out path leading from the parking lot to the museum; 
removing encroaching sumac and re-seeding the lawn; installing a granite step 
in front of the sliding door barn entrance; leveling the stage in the barn, 
replacing the porch steps, and many other small repairs and improvements. 
Funding has been sought for larger repairs and renovations of the house. 


1977, The Frost Place has awarded a Resident Poet Fellowship to allow a 
contemporary poet to live and work in the house for two months of the summer. 
This year, The Frost Place Writer in Residence was Nicole Terez Dutton. Ms. 
Dutton gave featured readings at Dartmouth College, at the Abbie Greenleaf 
Library, and at The Frost Place for Frost Day, July 7. Nicole Terez Dutton’s 
work has appeared in Callaloo, Ploughshares, 32 Poems, Indiana Review, and 
Salt Hill Journal. Nicole earned an MFA from Brown University and has 
received the winter fellowship from the Fine Arts Work Center, a “waitership” 
at the Bread Loaf Writers’ Conference and a residency at the Virginia Center for 
the Creative Arts. She is the winner of the 2011 Cave Canem Poetry Prize for Jf 
One of Us Should Fall. Nicole lives in Boston and is a lecturer at Boston 
University. 


e 1 Annual Frost Place Chapbook Contest & Residency 


The Frost Place launched its first annual chapbook contest, an international 
competition drawing applications of poets of high caliber from across the 
country. Jill Osier’s winning chapbook, Should Our Undoing Come Down 
Upon Us White, was published by Bull City Press; and Ms. Osier gave a 
featured reading at the Poetry Seminar, as well as lived and worked in the 
house-museum for a one-week residency. 
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¢« Commemorative Bench Installed 
A granite memorial bench was placed at the left entrance to the Poetry Trail to 
commemorate the life and legacy of The Frost Place’s founder, David Schaffer. 
An official announcement and dedication ceremony is scheduled for Spring 
2014. 


¢ “Talking About Frost” - Noted poet Baron Wormser led four evening discussions on 
four of Robert Frost’s poems at the Abbie Greenleaf Library. These discussions 
were all free and open to the public and part of the collaboration between the 
Abbie Greenleaf Library and The Frost Place. 


« Moultonborough, NH Library Group Visit; June 18, 2013 
The Frost Place hosted members of the Moultonborough Library from 
Moultonborough, NH. This was part of a literary tour and a collaboration 
between the library and The Frost Place. Maudelle Driskell, the executive 
director of TFP, gave a lecture on one of Frost’s significant poems, “Out, Out.” 


« 20" Annual Lupine Festival, June 1-15, 2013 
Maudelle Driskell worked with the planning committee of the 20" Annual 
Lupine Festival and helped the festival organizers re-design their website. Sarah 
Audsley, Assistant to the Director, organized a Museum Open House Day 
amongst the many local museums on a specified day during the Lupine Festival. 


¢ 2013 Frost Place School Outreach Programs 
Sarah Audsley taught a one-day class on Robert Frost and gave a presentation 
on The Frost Place at the Robert Frost Charter School in Conway, NH. 


Sarah Audsley also represented The Frost Place at the local annual Literacy Day 
at the Littleton Elementary School in the Spring. Students were able to make 
their own poems and learned more about TFP. 


The Frost Place hosted three English classes from Profile High School Students. 
Each student received two free posters with images of Robert Frost and his 
poetry. All students were given a tour of the house, which included the private 
poet’s quarters, and walked the Poetry Trail, thus connecting them to what is 
available to them right in their backyard. This was collaboration with English 
school teacher Lori Innes, and, hopefully, will be a reoccurring event every year. 


¢ Frost in the Schools 
On November 7", as part of a grant-funded program with the goal of poetry 
educational outreach programs in local schools, Dawn Potter, poet, author, and 
teacher, visited Profile High School. She taught 250 students. 


Also, on December 14", Erin Sweeney of Profile brought her senior poetry 
elective class to walk the poetry trail, read the posted poems for “found poetry” 
ideas, and talk about imagery. The Frost Place hopes to continue and to expand 
this program in 2013. 


« This Verse Business — Gordon Clapp, Emmy Award-Winning actor appeared as 
Robert Frost in a one-man play at St. Johnsbury Academy on Oct. 4, 2014. This 


was a benefit show supporting both The Frost Place and Kingdom County 
Productions. 
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¢ Frost Place Poetry Reading Series & Frost in the Air 
Each year poets visiting TFP participate in a reading series which is free to the 
public. In addition to readings during the summer poetry conferences, TFP 
added poetry readings by NH state poets: poets from The Poetry Society of NH; 
poets from Hobblebush Books; and poets from the Hyla Brook Poetry Series. 


Over the summer, we continued the “Frost in the Air” program, which invites 
local community members to directly participate in poetry readings at The Frost 
Place. At the start of on-site readings by contemporary poets, individuals from 
the community were invited to read their favorite Frost poems from the podium. 
Reading alongside guest poets and faculty, community members not only 
enjoyed the transformative experience of reading in Robert Frost’s own barn, 
they were also able to connect with contemporary poets and serve as 
ambassadors of the local community to the visiting writers, teachers, and poets. 


e World Book Night, April 23, 2013 
Sarah Audsley applied on behalf of TFP and received and distributed 20 free 
copies of Favorite American Poems as part of World Book Night, 2013. She 
also worked with Jane Cloran at the Abbie Greenleaf Library to help offer this 
opportunity to access free books to a population that normally does not read, 
thus encouraging a vibrant community through reading and literature. 


e Lectures at The Frost Farm in Derry, NH & at the NH Writers’ Project Event 
by Maudelle Driskell, executive director 
Maudelle Driskell lectured at both The Frost Farm in Derry, NH and at the NH 
Writers’ Project Writers’ Day event, where she also promoted The Frost Place 
and connected with other writers in NH. 


e September Partner of the Month at the Littleton Co-op in Littleton, NH 
The Frost Place was selected to be the September Partner of the Month at the 
Littleton Co-op. Frost Place staff met and greeted local community members 
shopping at the Co-op during the Friday Pizza Night. TFP offered a promotion 
of discounted museum admission fees to locals for the month of September as 
advertised on the Co-op’s prominent bulletin board featuring The Frost Place. 


THE FROST PLACE PROGRAMS 


* The Frost Place Summer programs continued with an overall increase in the number of 
participants. A creative writing addition was added to the Conference on Poetry 
and Teaching, headed by Baron Wormser. Teachers as Writers offered teachers 
the opportunity to hone their own personal craft as an added way to enhance 
their ability to teach poetry in their classrooms. 


¢ Conference on Poetry and Teaching 
This June 23 — 27th, The Frost Place held our annual conference, which trains 
teachers to effectively integrate poetry into their own curricula. 16 teachers 
attended the conference, traveling from across the country to spend a full week 
on-site at The Frost Place. As a group, they learned to use interactive 
poetry/literacy activities in their respective classrooms. A tuition scholarship is 
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given each year for a New Hampshire Poetry Out Loud educator. This year, with 
funding from CavanKerry Press a scholarship was given to a New Jersey Poetry 
Out Loud Educator. 


¢ Additional CPT Opportunity: Teachers As Writers 
June 27 — 28"" - The Frost Place Teachers as Writers (TAW) is an intensive day 
and a half session for classroom teachers who want to focus on their own writing 
and revision practices. The workshop is limited to participants who have 
already attended the CPT. Directly following the Conference on Poetry and 
Teaching, TAW brought back poet-teacher Baron Wormser. Nine educators 
participated. 


¢ Conference on Poetry (formerly the Festival and Conference on Poetry) 
From July 14 to July 20, 2013, The Frost Place hosted the Conference on Poetry 
(COP). The COP is an intense “poetry camp” that includes workshops, readings, 
and discussions. Instructors included conference director, Martha Rhodes, as 
well as respected poets Sally Ball, Kevin Prufer, Daniel Tobin, and Christine 
Casson. Our 2013 Poetry Fellow was Matthew Olzmann, author of Mezzanines. 
31 poets attended the Conference on Poetry. 


¢ Poetry Seminar (formerly the Advanced Seminar) 
The Poetry Seminar, August 4 — 10th, invited study in a specialized program by 
19 poets. Instructors this year included director, Patrick Donnelly, Vievee 
Francis, David Baker, and special guest Page Hill Starzinger. 


¢ Frost Day 
Established in 1979 by official act of former New Hampshire Governor Hugh 
Gallen, this event is held every July in celebration of the life and work of Robert 
Frost. This year the event was on July 7", the 34" annual Frost Day. Nicole 
Terez Dutton and Sydney Lea gave featured readings. Fiddler and poet Ken 
Waldman performed both music and poetry to start off the day. Frost Place staff 
member Sarah Audsley facilitated a kid-friendly poetry activity. 


THE FROST PLACE & COMMUNITY 


The Frost Place is truly a community place - it is part of the Franconia area community - 
as was Robert Frost when he lived here in the early 20th century, and it continues 
because of the generosity and passion of community members dedicated to keeping it 
alive! We cannot continue our good work without the support of both the local 
community and the wider, international poetry audience. The Frost Place is dependent on 
a community-wide effort to keep going and we are fortunate to have some special friends 
engaged in this effort. Volunteer support is provided towards: gardening, caretaking, 
catering, cleaning, event planning and general maintenance. We continue to be grateful to 
all of the area volunteers and businesses who support The Frost Place with generous 
contributions of their time and their financial resources! 
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° Dan Fowler has provided ongoing support as our volunteer “caretaker,” 
keeping a close eye on the Museum throughout the year. 


° Patti & David Schaffer generously funded the gardening services that kept the 
flower beds in front of the Museum in tip top shape from spring through 
fall. 

. Two Clean For You, Gary Biadasz, donated his cleaning services at the end 


of the season, which helped reduce our overall cleaning costs. His 
excellent service is gratefully appreciated.

The Bottom Line 


The Board of Selectmen created the Franconia Energy Commission to focus, primarily, 
on the Municipal energy bottom line. Though this year’s total Municipal energy expense 
exceeded last year’s by $5,243, a significant decrease in heating expense resulted from 
the 2012 Key Buildings Energy Project. Marked expense increases included Franconia’s 
road machinery fuel and the Franconia water system electric power and liquid propane. 


Preliminary Results of the 2012 Key Buildings Energy Project

Most of the above savings came by turning off the heat of the Mittersill Firehouse, now 
used for storage of low-temperature tolerant equipment. Even though the heat-savings 
projects for the other buildings are still incomplete, there were savings last year. Expect 
to see more in future years.

The average cost of Diesel fuel increased from $3.47 to $3.61, and accounts for part of 
the increased expense, but most of the increase helped the Highway Department give 
extra attention to Franconia’s roads last summer. 


Franconia’s Water System 
Water System $11,488 $16,116 $4,628 


The Energy Commission found no record of liquid propane deliveries in 2011-12, though 
it is known that there has been an LP driven emergency generator on site for at least 3 
years. In 2012-13, LP was delivered to the McGowan Hill Rd water pump station by 
Stiles Fuel Co, as can be seen in the table. In addition, last year the water pumps drew 
more electric power than in the year before. The net increase in the water system energy 
expense is shown above. For the Energy Commission, there exists an air of mystery 
surrounding this increase. With further Commission education, the mystery will unravel. 


The three changes listed above account for $4,218 of the total $5,243 increase in last 
year’s Municipal energy expense. For a full comparison of the last two years’ expenses 
refer to the 2012 Financial Report. A one-page copy of the 2011-12 Energy Expense 
report (now including school busses) is also available at the Town Office.
